General Directory for Catechesis 

— in plain English 

[167] All the baptized are called by God to mature 
faith and have a right to sufficient catechesis. 
People live in concrete situations in life, and 
catechesis must occur there so the recipient is 
active and conscious and not merely a silent 
spectator. 

[168] Of course, it's really the entire community 
which is being catechized all the time, making this 
a genuine community concern. 

[169] The model for catechetical adaptation is 
nothing less than the Incarnation itself, where 
God took into account the human situation and 
addressed us where we really live. 

Likewise the catechist must address those to be 
catechized in their real life situations, no matter 
how diverse, making the gospel genuine 
nourishment for life. 

[170] The differences which catechetical 
adaptation takes into account include culture, 
age, spiritual maturity, social and local Church 
conditions. 

But it isn't merely external conditions that 
adaptation addresses; it also pays attention to the 
inner life of women and men which is where they 
meet God.

For the Ride Home

Scripture 

❖ Before I formed you in the womb I knew you (Jeremiah 
1:5) 

❖ On you I depend from birth; from my mother's womb 
you are my strength. (Psalm 71:6) 

❖ It bears all things, believes all things, hopes all things, 
endures all things. Love never fails. (1 Corinthians 
13:7,8a) 

❖ And all spoke highly of him and were amazed at the 
gracious words that flowed from his mouth. (Luke 4:22) 

❖ .... to hurl him down headlong. But Jesus passed 
through the midst of them and went away. (Luke 4:30) 

Reflection 

❖ Does Jesus have a different “world view” from the 
townspeople who were so outraged at his words that 
they wanted to kill him? 

❖ Can you look past the expectations (consciousness) of 
others — of the world — to find God? 

❖ Is the love of a mother as a metaphor for God’s love, 
beyond the ordinary expectations of the world? 

❖ Why does Jesus leave? Where may he be found after he 
departs from the mob? 

Every one of us is shadowed by an illusionary person - a false 
self. This is the man I want myself to be but who cannot exist 
because God knows nothing about him. And to be unknown to 
God is altogether too much privacy. My false and private self is 
the one who wants to live outside the reach of God’s will and 
God’s love - outside of the reality and outside of life. 

And such a self cannot help but be an illusion. We are not good 
about recognizing illusions, least of all the ones we cherish 
about ourselves the ones we are born with and which feed the 
roots of sin. For most of the people in the world, there in no 
genuine subjective reality than the false self of theirs, which 
cannot exist. 

A life devoted to this life of shadow is what is called a life of sin. 
...The self that exists only in my own egocentric desires is the 
fundamental reality of life to which everything else in the 
universe is ordered. Thus I use up my life in the desire for 
pleasures, and the thirst for experiences, for power, honor, 
knowledge, and love, to cloth this false self and construct this 
nothingness into something that is real. (Thomas Merton, New 
Seeds of Contemplation p 34, 35)
